We suppose that Russians gen- 
erally aren’t very popular around 
here. But there’s something in 
them you can’t help admiring—a 
kind of bull-headed persistency. 
After all, Stalin had pretty good 
reason to expect to put one over 
on us this summer, in the obvious 
way, of course. Maybe he still has 
pulled a fairly slick deal, but we 
know he expected to do a lot bet- 
ter. Stalin reads a lot and he cer- 
tainly must have run into that 
popular series the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist-Stalinist teachings. Every good 
communist knows that creed, for 
it’s logical and simple. And what 
is so comforting about it is its 
certainty. 


Korea—Symbol Of Class War 


Take a simple instance. War 
broke out in Korea. The causes 
are clear, the end inevitable, It 
began because the capitalist-im- 
perialists, dreading complete eco- 
nomic collapse at home, had to 
look for news markets where they 
could unload all their surplus 
goods and temporarily bolster their 
failing economies. For years the 
tuling circles of the United States 
and Great Britain engaged in fever- 
ish preparations for a new war. 
They had no confidence in their 
own future, so they hatched their 
brutal aggressive plans, inflated 
their military budgets, and waited 
their chance for world domination. 

And they had to take care of the 
seething discontent in their work- 
ing classes. These toiling masses, 
sinking lower and lower in their 
standard of living, becoming un- 
employed by the millions, were 
ready to murder their brutal lords 
and masters and set up free demo- 
cracies all over the world. Time 
was running short, and even the 
United States and Great Britain 
were at each other’s throats in the 
mad struggle for markets. Then the 
opportunity came, and the im- 
perialist United States seized 
their opportunity. North Korea 
would be the ideal market for sur- 
plus American goods; the country 
would supply valuable raw mate- 
rials. 


Stalin—Crusading Knight 


But this stroke would prove the 
undoing of that decaying capitalist 
nation. This would be the chance 
for which the working classes of 
the world had been waiting. This 
brutal attack on North Korea would 
tally the people of the world to 
organize and smash their capital- 
ist masters. Russia would be their 
leader. For in Russia the ideal 
society had already been created 
by the will-power of the indi- 
viduals. Russia would provide the 
example of a society without cap- 
italists, where no man could ex- 
ploit another, where the roots of 
capitalism have been wrenched 
out forever. For here was Utopia. 
All right-wing traitors and stran- 
gers in the Party had been ex- 
terminated. 

The exploited, down-trodden 
working classes, fighting for 
liberalism from capitalist slavery, 
would rally around Stalin. For all 
progressive humanity sees in 
Stalin the banner of struggle for 
liberty and democracy, for peace 
among the people. Spontaneously 
and gloriously the workers of the 
world would hurl themselves at

Or does he really 
swallow this bunk? 

The United States attacked in 
Korea, but the United Nations gave 
immediate and full support to this 
illegal intervention, embarrassingly 
contradictory to the holy word of 
Marx. Then the inevitable course 
of history regained its stride to- 
wards the Utopia. Only United 
States troops fought on in Korea, 
No other nation dared even to order 
its troops to fight. The toiling 
masses at home were seething 
with discontent, ready to overthrow 
the government in their glorious 
cause. 

But then Britain sent troops, 
then another nation, and another— 
contradictory to Marx-Leninist- 
Stalinist teachings. But this was 
really no contradiction.

Send 
Malik and company back to the 
security council and work with 
these capitalist-imperialists. Show 
them real fearless leadership. The 
workers of the world will applaud, 
because they know that only with 
Russian leadership can the United 
Nations lead the people towards 
peace. 

And so we Start the same circle 
all over again. This is the season 
for peace campaigns. Vishinsky is 
back at his old stand, with the 
same old line of nonsense that 
only the capitalist nations don’t 
want international control—of the 
brand that Russia suggests. Why 
can’t we cooperate as we did dur- 
ing the war, asks that master of 
bitter invective. And the toiling 
masses fall for fake peace peti- 
tions passed around by misguided 
individuals who believe that peace 
is only a matter of one nation want- 
ing it. In Moscow the annual box 
of stage properties has been dusted 
off. The dove of peace has been 
given a coat of glossy paint, the 
olive branch has a few new arti- 
ficial leaves, and those seasoned 
troupers Vishinsky, Malik and 
company are at it again. Do you 
want peace? Then sign the Peace 
Petition which labels as war crimi- 
nal ‘‘any government which first 
uses atomic weapons against any 
country whatsoever.’’ Whatsoever, 
notice. No mention of who commits 
aggression. No statement that the 
real crime against inhumanity is 
ageression. The kind of thing that 
Korea tasted. 

The dangerous season is with us 
again. and the Russians are ready 
to spread the good word, the good 
Marxist-Stalinist line that any 
method is excusable, no holds are 
barred, just so long the good com- 
munist never loses sight of the 
main objective. It’s about time we 
asked for one single evidence of 
good faith, and stopped kidding 
ourselves about what Russian 
words mean. ;
